The situation created by the 
German reoccupation of the 
Rhineland has receded somewhat 
from public attention, due to the 
more-immediate crisis which has 
arisen from the failure of the 
Lengue of Nations conciliation 
effort in regard to-the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. Both the Ger- 
man and French viewpoints have 
been re-stated in memoranda 
issued by the Governments of
